The  contrast  hetweeii 
this  and  every  jirecedintr  effort  (however  laudable)  to  furnish  to  \ietorians  a 
hatid^ome  and  (ostl\  jiliice  <tl  amusement  one  to  wlueh  they  uiij^ht  [loint  in 
a  sjijrit  of  iiardonahlc  prifle,  is  X)  marked  fi;at  comiiarisons  wiuld  indeed  he 
odious  ;  and  we  refrain  from  makinj;  them. 

The  first  Thi'  re  that  \')ctoi-ia  rejoiceil  in  was  located  on  the  upjier  Hat  of 
a  lar>,'e  wcodcn  \<  ..Idini,',  calK'd  "The  Star  and  Carter  Hotel,"  whieli  stixjd  on 
the  ^Tound  now  oc'cupieil  hy  tlie  .Ma>onii' Hall  on  (iovernment  Street.  It 
seated  al;out  2110  persons.  In  IS.Mt  an  old  hlock  !;on.e  st'Ucture,  still  standing 
on  H'jid's  wharf,  built  b\'  the  lliiilson  I'.ay  (Jomi)atiy  as  a  stoi't'house  for  salmon, 
was  eoii\  erted  into  a  hall  room,  and  two  or  three  dramatic  entertaiinnents 
were  afterwards  (.nven  there  h.\  ollicers  of  II.  .M.  Fleet  then  stationed  at  llsipii 
malt.  huriUK' the  same  year  "TheC.'olonial  I  lieatre,"atter\vards  "The  Lyceum," 
was  erecteil  ori  Government  Strict,  woere  \'ictoria  Ilou.e  now  stands.  A  hall 
in  the  Koyal  Iloti'l,  Wharf  Street,  now  ICarh;  \  Stemuder's  Sjiiie  Factory,  was 
the  next  eandidatit  for  ]iopiiIar  favor.  'I'lien  came  ".Motjre's  Mall,"  (now  "The 
Omineca,")  on  Yates  Street  ;  and"'l'h(!  New  Idea,"  in  tlie  hasvmeiit  of  Law - 
renee  (ioodaere's  buildiiiif  at  the  eoriier  (>(  <;overnmei:t  and  .lohiiso.i  Streets. 
,\bout  this  time  the  pal'isades,  within  whieh  hail  h(;'jn  erected  the  Hudson 
Hay  Comiiany's  warelionses,  the  (lovernor'.s  resideme  and  other  early  build- 
iiijis,  v.ere  removed  and  the  i)roperty  (li\iile(l  into  lots  and  sold.  Sili  ^'.  \'. 
Hkoiiik  was  a  iiurclia>er  at  this  sale,  having;;  conceived  tlie  idea  oi  convcrlinir 
one  of  the  lar^e  storehouses  into  a  Theatre.  That  idea  was  afterwards  carried 
into  etVect,  and  tite  converted  buildini;-  for  many  years  was  known  as 
"Theatre  Koyal."  It  seated  about  .MKi  persons,  and  was  Ion;,'  the  pride  and 
admiration  f  the  early  townsjieople.  As  years  rolled  al(>nt,' old  Uja'  overtook 
it  and  it  fi'll  into  a  state  of  decruiiitude  tint  was  jiainful  to  behold.  In  October. 
18^2,  the  old  buildin;;  wlii<'li  in  its  day  had  echoed  the  deep  trai;ie  tones  of 
Charles  Kean,  the  •.'eiitle  voice  of  .Julia  l>oan  Ilayne,  and  the  "smirks  and 
jL^rimaees"  <tf  .lolm  Wood,  was  demolished  to  make  loi-m  for  TItc  Coliuiif-t 
building'.  Since  tiu'  demolition  of  i  lie:itre  Hoyal  the  devotees  of  Thesijis  have 
worshipped  at  her  shrine  in  I'hilharmonie  Hall.  Crecutable  as  that  plaet; 
would  have  been  a  few  sears  ai,'o  it  was  Ion;,'  felt  that  it  did  not  keep  pace 
with  the  requirements  of  the  ai;e  or  wurthih  represent  the  important  posilioTi 
which  th.i;  city  of  N'ictoria  is  abo)it  to  take  in  the  commerce  of  the  world  as 
the  westi;rn  terii  iiius  of  the  Canadiaii  racilie  Railway,  liut  it  was  many 
months  before  the  jiroject  for  a  ni'V»'  Theatre  took  shape,  l-ike  all  j^'reat 
schemes  it  needed  to  be  a;;itated  and  discusseil  from  every  standpoint,  the 
least  of  which,  it  should  in  justice  to  the  },'( titlenu;n  who  subse(iuently  sub- 
scribed to  the  shares  of  the  eo'iiiian;. ,  was  the  consideration  of  profit.  A 
I)reliminary  meetintr  was  held  at  /'//c  J'ritird  Ilou^i'  on  the  llth  .August,  1884, 
.Mlt.  1).  W.  llKiiiiNs  in  the  ekair,  and  Mn.  •).  J.  Ai'.siiN  aetinyr  a.<  Secretary.  It 
was  then  rcsohed  to  or;j:anizr  a  'i  heatn  l,'ompan.\',  with  a  capital  of  i!.'')(),U()0,  in 
shares  of  •■s.'iOil  eaeh.  (In  the  2Jnd  Septendier  the  first  Sliareholders' niectin:;' 
was  lield  and  the  followin^r  permanent  (hrectors  and  olHcers  ehoseti  :
